of our corrupt fleſh, to the end he may

principall part of man, may be ſo pure and 
cle ane, as in the end it ſhal appe are before 
him to honor, and not ta diſhonour. And 
that it is the cauſe that he puniſheth thoſe 
whom he renderly loueth, and letteth the 
reprobat e and wicked inioy a fuither li⸗ 
berry of cheir health, and other their de- 
fires here in earth, to the end that(thorow 
his iuſtice) their fall may be the greater 
and more iuſt.
